Senate passed Monday a $2T>0,000,000 
Bureau of Public Roads appropriation 
by Congressman John L. McClcllan of 
Mnlvem providing for immediate re- 
lease to Arkansas of federal aid high- 
way funds for the 1938 and 1939 fiscal 
years totaling $5,184.650, without the 
necessity for matching stale funds. 


"My amendment provides that stales 


already using all their highway rev- 
enue for highway purses, such as bond 
retirement, payment of interest on 
highway 
obligations, 
and 
highway 


maintenance, shall be eligible to re- 
ceive tliL-ir iipportionel share of 1938 
and I!).'i9 fiscal years road aid without 
mil Idling it," Mr. McClcllnn said here 
Monday night. 


"Before 1 attached the amendment 


to the hill. I ascertained from stale 
Highway Department officials and of- 
ficials of the United States Bureau of 
Federal Roads that Arkansas could 
qualify for unmatched funds under 
it," he said, 


The Malvern congressman in Little 


Hock for a series of conferences with 
political friends on his campaign for 
Ihe nomination for United Stales sena- 
tor in the August Democratic primary 
election, is a member of the house 
committee on roads. 


Of the $5,18.1,050 which Mr. McClcl- 


lan said "can be made available imme- 
diately, upon a proper showing by the 
state as to present use (if its highway 
revenue," $4,320,542 is in regular fed- 
eral aid and $864,108 is for secondary or 
farm-to-markel roads. 


The .state, under the McClcllan 


nmendmcnl. is entitled to 52,187,752 in 
regular r.-.'.^'.i! .-.id and ^27,5M In 
farm-to-market road aid for the 1938 
fiscal ycaer ending ncxl June 30 and 
52,132.790 in regular federal aid and 
$42fi.f>r>K in fiinn-to-markct road »icl 
for Uie fiscal year ending June 30, 1939. 


No Federal Funds Since 1!)37 


Arkansas has received no regular 


federal road aid since July 1, 1937, be- 
cause of ils inability to match the 
federal 
fund on a dollar-fnr-dollar 


basis. 


Governor Bailey had planned to use 


approximately $3,400,000 which the state 
hopes to obtain from this federal gov- 
ernment for the recent freeing of its 
toll bridges, to match federal funds 
for highway construction. 


"Now 
tlvit it will not be necessary , 


to use this reimbursement money to 
match federal aid funds for the 19.'i8 
and 
19311 fiscal year, the state, if it 


desires, may obtain credit for it to be 
used in hiatchin 1940 and 1941 fiscal 
year apportionments from the Bureau 
of Public Roads," Mr. McClcllan said. 


Three-Year Total of $10,000,000 


Use of the money in this manner, the 


Sixth District congressman pointed out, 
will assure Arkansas of more than 
$10,0(10,000' in federal aid funds for new 
highway construction during the next 
three years. 


"Regular federal aid which the state 


will receive under my amendment is 
sufficient in amount to finance con- 
struction of about 450 miles of so-call- 
ed low cost type of bituminous surfac- 
ing or about 200 miles of higher type 
paving, all with necessary grading and 
structures," Mr. McCellan said.

for 
farm-to-market 


roads must be applied generally upon 
roads not included in the slate high- 
way system. This shuold be sufficient 
to construe! between 150 and 200 miles 
of secondary roads, depedcnt upon 
construction conditions. This amount 
of money, is an average of $11,520 a 
county foj' each of the 75 counties.

aid funds only, hence it could not have 
been used to obtain farm-to-market 
road money from the federal govern- 
ment, the congressman explained.

livestock committee Monday night in 
Hope city hall. 


Attended by about 25 men, includ- 


ing .several dirl farmers, the meeting 
was designed to inspire local interest 
in 
the 
Arkansas Livestock 
Show, 


which will be inaugurated at Litlle 
Rock this year. Headed by Cnl. T. H. 
Marlon. Lion Oil Refining company 
president, Kl Dorado, the Livestock 
Show organisation is proceeding in 
every county of the slate. 


Bales Presides 


The Hcmpstcad county chairman, M. 


S. Bates, presided at Monday night's 
meeting, introducing as speakers Dis- 
trict Chairman Lemley; A. P. Boles, as- 
sistant general livestock agent of the 
Missouri Pacific; County Agent Clif- 
ford Smith; Lee Garland, president of 
Hcmpstcnd County Fair association; 
Herman Stoy; Carl Coffee, 
A. H. 


Washburn. 


Mr. Boles, for the railroad, said that 


Arkansas' total livestock rpoduclion 
last year was so low il would have to 
be increased phenomenally to have any 
effect on the national level of live- 
stock prices. Arkansas production last 
year was worth 2fi million dollars, he 
said; against 1% millions for Missouri, 
Wi millions for Oklahoma, and 100 mil- 
lions for Kansas. 


A slate livestock show was worth 


while, he said, if only for the interest 
it would arouse in better livestock 
selection and modern methods of feed- 
ing. 


County Agent Smith told the group 


that there are 16,00 OArkansas farms 
that have no chickens, G5.000 farms 
('&'', of all the farms in the slate) that 
have no cows for milking purposes), 
and 1)7,000 farms that have no hogs. 


1,44(1 of 5,1100 


In Hcmpslead county, he said, out 


of a total of 5,000 farms, there are 800 
that have no chickens, 1,440 that have 
no milk cows, and 2,170 that have no 
hogs. 


Lee Garland expressed a word of 


caution, lie said there was a legiti- 
mate doubt as to whether a people 
(rained chiefly in the production of 
cotton and corn were prepared to man- 
age livestock at once. 


"Livestock raising is a lot of trouble, 


and we may be a generation buckling 
down to that job," he said. 


"Credit i.s important too. At pres- 


ent there are loo many credit sources 
who ask the farmer, 'But how much 
cotton and corn are you going to 
plant?' "

LONDON—Now 
that 
the Roman 


love-feast is over and the Fascist 
headmen of Europe have separated to 
go about the serious business of re- 
making Europe and the rest of the 
world in accordance with the new 
agreement they apparently made be- 
tween them, a number of the Conti- 
nent's smaller countries are develop- 
ing the jitters arj'd bad cases of Nazi 
spots before the eyes—the spots being 
those localities where Hitler may de- 
cide to strike next. 


For there can hfe little doubt that 


Hitler and Mussolini mutually agreed 
to grant each other what neither own- 
ed. The Mediterranean, il is reported, 
was once more converled inlo a Ro- 
man "lake" by consent of Adolf Hitler, 
who gave Mussolini an 
exclusive 


sphere of influence in::that region. In 
return, Mussolini—again according to 
report—guaranteed that Hitler would 
have an exclusive sphere of influence 
in Central Europe. 


"Sphere of influence" is diplomat's 


jargon for an area where economic 
and political control is something of- 
ten followed by outright conquest. 


As a result, several small Central 


European 
countries which contem- 


plated the absorption of Austria with 
complacence, are themselves fidget- 
•Jng. 


Yugoslavia and Rumania are two 


Balkan countries which are wonder- 
ing just to what extent they will be- 
come enforced economic satellites of 
Germany. 


An independent Austria used to be 


a buffer between Germany and Yugo- 
slavia. Austria's control of her part of 
the river Danube acted as n buffer for 
Rumania. 


But today, by incorporating the Aus- 


trian commercial fleet on the Danube 
with the German, Germany has by far 
Ihe biggest sol of ships plying the 1800- 
mile river. 
Furthermore, the Nazis 


have announced they are going to 
have a fleet of light war vessels on 
the Danube. 
That will moke them 


masters of the river clear down to the 
Black Sea. 
German gunboats could 


threaten Budapest in Hungary, Bel- 
grade in Yugoslavia and various river 
towns in Bulgaria and Rumania. 


The Nazi press has been full of 


stories of Yugoslav 
riches, 
which 


could be useful to Germany, now that 
they are neighbors. They slress that 
Yugoslavia has the biggest 
copprc 


mine in Europe and there arc great 
fields of iron ore, manganese, chrom- 
ium, 
bauxite, lewd and zinc. 


Also, a militaristic and slightly hun- 


gry Germany could make excellent 
use of Rumania's oil and wheat. 


With Hitler as their new neighbor, 


Hungarians aro now of two minds. If 
he 
smashes 
Czechoslovakia, many 


would not care, provided Hungary 
were allowed to be one of the vultures 
lo feast on the carcass. 


Their idea of a fair deal would be 


for Hitler to acquire all those parts of 
Ancient Bohemia and Moravia in- 
habited by 3,500,000 Sudeten Germans. 
But they would themselves like lo get 
back Slovakia, which was lost through

pHAOS ruled the Russia of the 
^-' revolutionary days, and the 
triumphant workers, marching on 
the landed estates of Moscow and 
other cities, took over the fine 
homes and beautiful public tmild,- 
ings in one mighty surge. 


Ten years later, about 1928, the 


first readjustment was beginning 
and the new Ru*(ia laid plans for 
a huge building' program of her 
own. The fruits of that program 
are now apparent.
